Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

In May 1968, Head Constable Baliram Mahipati Patil of 
Aurangabad District was detailed to track down a notorious 
dacoit, Lalya Natha Man^, who was wanted in connection 
with several cases and against whom a warrant of arrest had 
been issued. Though he was under orders of transfer, Shri 
Patil asked to be permitted to complete this assignment, On 
5th May, 1968, Shri Patil received information that Lalya 
Natha Mang was likely to visit village Ambegaon. The Head 
Constable knew that the dacoit went round armed with a 
wword and dagger, but he immediately set out alone for 
Ambegaon, After confirming that the daciot had come there 
he had entered the village accompanied by 5 villagers. At an 
appropriate moment Shn Patil and two villagers jumped on 
Lalya Natha Mang and succeeded In wresting the sword from 
his hands, A struggle then ensued between the Head Cons- 
table and the dacoit. Lalya Natha Mang drew the dagger 
which he was carrying and inflicted serious injuries on the 
Head Constable. Later Shri Patil succumbed to his Injuries. 

Head Constable Baliram Mahipati Patil displayed conspicu- 
ous courage and devotion to duty of a high order in the per- 
formance of which he laid down his life. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
rule 5, with effect from the 5th May, 1968.

(v) Secretary — Ministry of .Steel, Mines & Metals 
(Department of Iron and Steel) 

(vi) Iron & Steel Controller — Member Secretary. 

3. The Chairman may also specially invite any other per- 
son or persons to represent the iron and steel industry or 
trade or consumers to attend the meeting of the Council. 

4. The Council will meet at least once a year. 

The Council is constituted for a term of two years.
